Due to severe drought conditions existing throughout this 
area, some injury can be expected from the Winter and

in early Spring. Provided there is adequate water in 


reservoirs, liberal early Spring watering is recommended to cut down this difficulty. Remember 


enough water must be used to soak through to the full depth of the root system. 

Fortunately, drought has not affected growth here at the nurseries to any great extent. 
Moisture tests during the Fall showed a higher water content than was available anywhere 
else in the county which was tested. This is reflected in the stock offered this Spring.

We take particular pride in the quality of our Evergreens—in their vigor, shape and expert balling and burlap- 
ping (B&B). These factors make for safe, easy transplanting and quicker re-establishment in a new location. Fre- 
quent transplanting here in the nursery develops strong root systems and is one of the behind-the-scenes operations 


that makes our evergreens superior. 


Always remember that careful and wise pruning will keep your plants and trees pretty much as you want them. 
An excellent example is the Hemlocks—one of the most popular of all trees for Evergreen hedges for maintaining 
fullness and controlled height—yet if allowed to grow unpruned, it will in time, reach a height of 70 to 100 feet.

Complete filling in 
soil. Water twice weekly very thoroughly. 

4. Use Peat Moss liberally in the hole and 
as a top mulch.

4. Cover roots with soil mixed with liberal amounts 
of Driconure, firming soil with feet.
